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897,000, 000 BONDS 
FOR PANAMACANAL 


Authority to Be Given Seere- 
tary of Treasury in Tariff 
Law to Issue Huge 
Sum for Building. 


RATE LIKELY 3 PER CENT, 


Securities Not to Be Sold in 
Large Block, but from Time 
to Time as the Occa- 
sion Demands.

Washington, D. C., July 15.—[Special.}— 
Vader an agreement reached at a White house 
conference today the conferees of the senate 
and house will insert a provision in the tariff 
pill authorizing the secretary of the treasury 
to issue bonds up to the immense sum of 
$897,000,000 to pay for the construction of the 
Panama canal. 

This is the estimate of Col. George W. 
Goethals, chief engineer and chairman of the 
isthmian canal commission, of the ultimate 
cost of the completed waterway. The original 
ect authorizing the construction of the canal 
gave authority to the secretary of the treae- 
ury to issue bonds not in excess of $130,000,000 
to defray the canal expenses. For some years 


the treasury department paid the canal bills 
out of its general funds. 


$170,000,000 Spent So Far. 

According to the latest statement of the 
department the total amount expended to 
date on the purchase and construction of 
the canal is a little more than $170,000,000. 
This sum includes the $40,000,000 turned over 
to France for the franchise held by the 
French Panama Canal company and $10,000,- 
000 paid to the republic of Panama for rights 
acquired by this government in the canal 
gone. 

Taking advantage of the bond authority the 
treasury department has issued to date bonds 
valued at $84,632,000. The total paid for the 
canal out of the general fund of the treasury 
to this date consequently is $82,900,000. 

In order that the treasury department 
might return to the general fund the sum 
paid to France, the house in its bill included

Calls for $25,000,000 in Banks. 

To meet current expenses Secretary Mac- 
Veagh issued a call on July 1 for $25,000,000 
to the credit of the United States in na- 
tional bank depositories. Considerable 
pressure has been brought to bear upon the 
secretary to induce him to rescind this call, 
at least in part, but he has declined to alter 
it in any way. 

He came to the conclusion that it was de- 
sirable to reinforce the treasury situation in 
some way, although it is his belief, as it is 
that of the president, that business condi- 
tions are reviving rapidly and that the coun- 
try is reéntering upon a period of prosperity. 

The excess of disbursements over receipts 
from July 1 to date isa little more than $9,- 
800,000. THe outlook, according to the treas- 
ury expels, is that there will be a deficit 
every month before congress meets again in 
December. 

The present working balance of the treas- 
ury, including the $25,000,000 to be with- 
drawn is about 844 000 000, and before the 
next month is over it will be reduced below 
$40,000,000. Under the circumstances the 
administration became convinced that there 
should be a financial provision of some kind 
fm the tariff bill. 


Talk It Over at Luncheon. 


The conference occurred during luncheon, 
and the entire financial and tariff situatiop 
Was thoroughly considered. As his guests 
the president had Secretary MacVeagh and 
Assistant Secretary Norton of the treasury, 
and Senator Aldrich and Representative 
Payne, leaders of the conferees of the two 
houses. 

Mr. MacVeagh came fully equipped with 
factz and figures dealing with the treasury 
Situation, present and prospective. He 
showed conclusively that he must have au- 
thority to raise money, and the president and 
Other participants in the conference agrees 
With him. 

There is no intention to sell a large block 
of the issue which the tariff bill will author- 
ise. From time to time, as it may be neces- 
sary to pay the expenses of the canal con- 
Struction, the treasury department will sell 
bonds. In the first issue will be included, it 
is expected, enough bonds to realize $50 000. 
000, due the general fund on account of the 
Payments made to France and Panama.

TEHERAN, Persia, July 16, 10 a. m.—The 
shah has just taken refuge in the Russian 
legation. 

A deputation from the British and Russian 
legations is now on its way to inform the 
Nationalist leaders of the fact. 


BULLETIN. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 15.—The Novoe 
Vremya has received a sensational dispatch 
from Teheran stating that the foreign lega- 
tions were under fire by the Nationalists. 
The dispatch says the Russian legation was 
wrecked and that the entire staffs of the 
various legations were removed to safety 
outside the city. 


BATTLING IN TEHERAN. 


efforts of Gen. Liakhoff, the military gov- 
ernor of Teheran, to open negotiations for 
surrender with the Nationalist leaders and 
the agreement of both sides to cease hos- 
tilities, street fighting was in progress 
throughout the day between the Persian 
cossacks and the ebe around Ar- 
tillery square and between the Royalist 
Bakhtlaris and the newly arrived National- 
ists and revolutionary Bakhtiaris. 

The insurgents, however, continue in the 
ascendency, and, as reinforcements are con- 
tinually reaching them, the outcome in their 
favor appears to be a foregone conclusion. 
The shah remains obdurate and probably will 
insist upon holding out until the Nationalist 
guns are trained on the Sultanatabab palace. 

The control of the Royalist troops really has 
passed from the hands of the shah into those 
of Gen. Liakhoff. 


Tries to Stop Hostilities. 

Through the Russian legation Gen. Liak- 
hoff approached the Nationalist leaders and 
agreed that the cossacks should not fire ex- 
cept upon the undisciplined soldiers of the 
shah, who were looting houses in the vicinity 
ot Central square. He pointed out that a 
definite reply to the Nationalists’ terms yes- 
terday did not depend upon himself. No reply 
was received to this communication, and Gen. 
Liakhoff asked for an explanation as to why 
the cossacks’ quarters were struck by bul- 
lets and pieces of shells. 

The Nationalist leaders answered this by 
placing the blame for the continuation of the 
fighting on the cossacks. They agreed to 
give orders that if the cossacks took no hos- 
tile steps the Nationalists should remain in- 
active until Friday morning. 


Fighting Around Legation. 

The fighting today centered around the 
British legation. A number of loyal Bakh- 
tlaris, gaining an entrance to the city, took 
up a position on the tops of houses in the 
vicinity of the legation and near the Nation- 
alist camp, which they covered with a heavy 
rifle fire. The Nationalists responded, and for 
several hours the British telegraph and other 
foreign houses, in which were a number of 
women, were under fire. During a lull the 
women were removed to the British legation. 

The battle last night between the Cossacks 
besieged in artillery square and the Nation- 
alists who attempted to dislodge them was 
exceedingly fierce. When the Cossacks ob- 
served the Nationalist forces approaching 
they opened a terrific cannonade, the Nation- 
alists replying with their one gun and their 
rifles. | 

Noncombatants were compelled to seek 
shelter in cellars, as shells were bursting 
every where. 


Cossacks Are Repulsed. 

The Cossacks succeeded in holding their 
position and on the withdrawal of the at- 
tacking party opened fire with their artillery 
on the parliament building. Under cover of 
this they made an attack on the Nationalist 
headquarters, but were repulsed by a small 
force of Bakhtiaris, who took up a position 
with a Maxim gun in front of the British 
legation. 

There is no way of estimating the casual- 
ties, but so far as is known no foreigners 
are among the killed or wounded. There 
were many narrow escapes, however, one 
shell bursting in the library of the imperial 
bank and another in the gardens of the Brit- 
ish legation. “The telegraph operators, who 
stuck to their instruments, had the windows 
of their house barricaded. 

Fighting around the Cossacks’ barracks 
ceased this afternoon and negotiations for 
their surrender are now being carried on with 
Gen. Liakhoff. 

The shah's troops are discontented on ac- 
count of insufficient food and pay.

Hospital Patient Jumps to Death from 
Window of Institution. 


Lucien A. Dreyfuss swallowed cyanide of 
potassium last night in front of the East 
Chicago avenue police station and died short- 
ly afterward in an ambulance while being 
conveyed to the Passavant hospital. He 
could not speak when he was being lifted into 
the ambulance and he wrote the word 
* cyanide on a piece of paper. 

Dreyfuss, who was 25 years old, was inthe 
custody of a man about six feet in height. 
As they reached the front of the station 
Dreyfuss took a bottle from his pocket, 
drank the contents, and threw the bottle 
away. When they reached the steps the man 
accompanying Dreyfuss told the police there 
was a warrant out for the young man’s 
arrest. In the sergeant’s office Dreyfuss 
acted strangely and Dr. Jungles looked at 
him and said he had been poisoned. 

In Dreyfuss’ pockets were several letters 
from his parents in Paris, an honorable dis- 
charge from the French army dated June 
29, 1906, a newsboy’s star, and a card on the 
back of which was inecribed: ‘‘In case of 
accident notify Max Klee of Klee Bros., 134 
Monroe street. 


Warrant for His Arrest? 

At his home, 4448 Drexel boulevard, Mr. 
Klee said he was surprised to know Dreyfuss 
was in Chicago. He thought he was in New 
York. Mr Klee said he was acquainted with 
the young man’s parents in Paris, and the 
family stood well in the commercial world. 

It developed later in the evening that Drey- 
fuss had some financial trouble connected 
with a firm by whom he was employed, which 
accounts for the warrant being issued. But 
who caused the warrant to be issued or the 
identity of the man who took Dreyfuss tothe 
station is not known. Dreyfuss was ei- 
dently prepared to kill himself, as he hada 
revolver in addition to the cyanide of potas- 
sium. 

According to Mrs. B. Boesenroth, 445 Dear- 
born avenue, where Dreyfuss had a room, he 
arrived from New York on Tuesday last as 
a traveling salesman for a clothing and shoe 
house. 


Leaps to Death at Hospital. 

Leaping from his bed in a ward on the fifth 
floor of the Michael Reese hospital and hurl- 
ing a screen at a nurse, Wulff Wager, 561 
West Taylor street, jumped from a window 
late last night and was killed. He had been 
operated upon several days ago for an ab- 
dominal disease, and it is supposed that ill- 
nese had weakened his mind. 

Miss Johanna Spielman, the nurse at whom

GREEK VILLAGES WIPED OUT

ATHENG, Greece, July 15.—An earthquake 
has caused heavy loss of life and property in 
the province of Elis, the capital of which is 
Pyrgos. Several villages were destroyed and 
many persons perished. 

20 Dead, 100 Hurt in One Village. 

LONDON, July 15.—A dispatch to a London 
news bureau from Athens says that a violent 
earthquake has been felt in southern Greece, 
resulting in heavy loss of Mfe and damage 
to property. Twenty persons are reported 
dead and 100 injured at Havari and 
three other villages suffered heavily. The 
dispatch adds that when the details are 
learned it is probable that the casualty list 
will be greatly increased.

Rector Indicted in Chicago in 
Trouble in New York. 


ARRESTED IN FRIEND’S HOME 


Invited to House, Young Man Says 
Clergyman Saw Things.“ 


New York, July 15.—[Special.]—A man who 
gave his name as the Rev. Dr. Robert M. 
Kemp, and whom the police identified as the 
former curate of St. Paul church, at Broad- 
way and Vesey street, was arrested a little 
before midnight tonight charged with intoxi- 
cation. 

At the same time there was arrested WII 
liam Detschel, 26 years old, in whose apart- 
ment at 784 Greenwich street Dr. Kemp was 
found. Detachel was locked up as a suspi- 
cious person on the statement of a small boy 
that he had seen a diamond ring resembling 
a $500 ring owned by Dr. Kemp on the young 
man’s finger. j 

Dr. Kemp gave his age as 49 and his address 
as 18 Abingdon square. Both arrests were 
brought about by a boy, Joseph Reselinai, of 
7 Horatio street, who found Policeman 
Hughes on the street and told him that he 
nad seen Dr. Kemp and Detschel in a strug- 
gle. 


Knew Him When He Was Curate. 

Dr. Kemp, the boy said, used to come to his 
house when curate of St. Paul's, and he re- 
membered the ring well. Hughes went to the 
Greenwich street address and found Dr. 
Kemp in Detschel’s apartments. The police- 
man asked the clergyman about the ring, 
and the clergyman’s manner caused Hughes 
to place him under arrest on the intoxication 
charge. 

Dr. Kemp said he owned such a ring, but 
did not seem to know what had become of it. 
The ring was not found in Dr. Kemp's 
pockets nor in Detschel’s. After going to 
the station house the facts in the case be- 
‘came clearer. 

Detschel, it appears, is a respectable young 
man, who knew Dr. Kemp when he was 
curate of St. Paul's. Detschel'’s wife has a 
baby only a few days ago. Detschel while 
on the street tonight happened to meet 
Kemp, whom he had not seen before for sev- 
eral years. He passed the time of day with 
him and asked him over to his house to see 
the new baby. 

Began to “See Things.” 

Kemp went, but before long Detschel saw 
that he was the worse for liquor and asked 
him to stay all night. He made a place for 
Kemp on the couch and retired himself. 
Pretty soon Kemp began to see things,“ he 
said, and jumped up and yelled. When he 
would not be quiet Detschel tried to put him 
out. It was the struggle the small boy saw 
and thought a robbery was being committed. 

The Rev. Dr. Kemp wae a curate of St. 
Paul's for seventeen years up to July 1. 1906, 
when. he resigned, and later became the rec- 
tor of St. Chrysostom’s Episcopal church in 
Chicago. 

After nearly @ year as rector of the church 
he was indicted on serious charges made 
against him on information given by choir 
boys of the church. He has not yet been 


tried. He isa son of Wiliam Kemp of Troy, 
NM. I., and le a graduate of Williams college.

History of the Tablets. 

The history of these tablets was told by 
Sproul in the suit of the Cassatt firm. He 
said they were done by Nestor Leoni of 
Rome, an Italian illuminator who had re- 
vived a lost art and perfected it far beyond 
anything the old monks knew about. He 
declared Leon! studied the design for the 
tablets for three years before beginning 
work on them and did not complete them for 
five years longer. 

Sproul said Leoni brought the tablets to 
America in 1902, expecting to sell them for 
$200,000, and that they were exhibited at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art and then fell 
into his hands. Before he could sell them 
the sheriff attached them for a debt of about 
$5,000 that Leoni owed in Rome and Sproul 
paid the sheriff. 


Mrs. Hoxie Likes the Tablets. 

Mrs. Hoxie came to New York to look at 
the tablets and after seeing one of them con- 
cluded she would prefer them to the works 
of Dickens. Sproul declined to give up the 
tablets until they were all paid for and 30 
they were stored in the Garfield vaults to 
await final payment. He put a valuation 
of only $5,000 on them at the vault. Mrs. 
Hoxie continued paying her notes for the 
tablets for two years and had to pay storage 
charges as well. A year ago. when she had 
paid $50,000, she concluded she would stop. 

The notes had in the meantime come into the 
possession of the University Press, which 
printed the Dickens volumes. Mrs. Hoxie 
declined to pay any more. The University

John Thorpe, chief of floriculture at the 
World's Columbian exposition in 1893, died 
at his home, 3519 Princeton avenue, yester- 
day morning, aged 68. 

Mr. Thorpe was born in Leicestershire, 
England, and came of a family of horti- 
culturists. At the age of 9 he Was appren- 
ticed to his uncle. After serving his term 
he went to Bristol and became a market 
gardener. In 1868 he moved his business to 
Stratford-on-Avon,-and controlled extensive 
nurseries, 

In 1874, wishing a wider field. for his la- 
bors, Thorpe came to America to take charge 
of the gardening in Gordon park, Cleve- 
land, O. He moved to Queens, L. I., and 
Pearl River successively before he finally 
came to Chicago in 1893. 

John Thorpe was the first president of the 


Society of American Florists, founded in 


1884. He laid out the Wooded island and 
the Rose garden at Jackson park, and had 
charge of the national flower shows at Kan- 
sas City in the years 1902 and 1903. He has 
also written extensively on horticultural 
subjects for magazines and the daily papers. 

In 1862 Mr. Thorpe married Clara Soars, 
daughter of a well-to-do English farmer. 
His wife died in 1900. Four children and 
seven grandchildren survive him.

Anthony Comstock on Stand. 

Anthony Comstock, who gave his profes- 
sions as secretary and speciai agent of the 
New York Society for the Suppressicn of 
Vice and as postoffice inspector, held the 
stand for an hour during the afternoon. He 
had to tell of the complaints Harry Thaw 
had jhodged with him about the alleged con- 
duct of Stanford White and one other toward 
young girls. 

Dr. Adelph Meyer of New York, who took 
the stand as a lay witness in the morning’s 
session, gave lengthy testimony as to his 
conversations with Thaw on the subject of 
Stanford White and his relations with young 
women.

“tT never in my life threatened Evelyn 
Thaw in any way whatever,“ he said.

President Wants Free Coal. 

In the matter of bituminous coal, for in- 
stance, the house imposed a duty of 67 cents 
per ton and adopted a provision that this 
material should enter free of duty from any 
country or territory which imposed no tax 
on American coal. The senate provision im- 
posed a rate of 60 cents per ton and struck 
out the reciprocity provision. 

The president is understood to be urging 
that coal should be admitted free of duty, 
and it would not be surprising should the 
senate rate of 60 cents be applied with the 
house reciprocity provision, which may make 
coal free. Senators Elkins and Scott of 
West Virginia are greatly concerned over the 
president’s course and have been urging the 
conferees not to observe his wishes. 

The president's attitude with respect to 
coal is true also of the cotton schedule, many 
Paragraphs of which were materially 
changed by the senate, both in rates and 
classification. The president is understood 
to be urging that there should be a reduc- 
tion in cheap cottons below the rates fixed 
by the existing law. The cotton schedule 
was considered by the conferees today, but 
no agreement was reached. 


ee Reductions on Necessaries. 

e of the president’s callers toda 
struck by his determination to sent te: 
ductions in rates on necessaries, including 
those required for the table. If the presi- 
dent could have his way many things woulda 
go upon the free list which both the senate 
and the house have decided to retain upon the 
dutiable list.

He does not want a large sur- 
plus annually, such as has prevailed in past 
years, nor, on the other hand, does he want 
to have the rates cut 80 low that a heavy 
increase will have to be made fn the bonded 
Didn’t Send for Payne and Aldrich. 

In the last effort made by.the conferees to 
induce the president to consent to the strik- 
ing out of the corporation tax amendment, 
Mr. Taft not only told Senator Aldrich and 
Chairman Payne that he would not withdraw 
from his position, but that he was assured of 
sufficient votes to keep the provision in the 
bill and to insure its adoption in both houses 

Pains were taken at the White house today 
to make it clear that Mr. Taft did not send 
for Aldrich and Payne on the occasion of 
last night's conference. The conference, it 
was said at the White house, had been sought 
by the legislative leaders. 

Senator Aldrich, it is related, was more 
pleased than otherwise with the president’s 
decision. Being already committed to the 
corporation tax, he was anxious that the 
house conferees should understand that this’ 
tax is purely an administrative measure and 
that they must take it as such and not as a 
concession to the senate. 


Conferees Plan for Release. 

In his talks with the senate conferees re- 
garding the bill, Mr. Taft has been met with 
the statement that while the conferees would 
be glad to do all in their power to carry out 
his wishes with respect to certain schedules, 
they stand  »ledged to certain of their col- 
leagues in the senate, whose constituents 
are particularly interested in the items under 
consideration and cannot alter their position 
in support of the senate rates until released 
from.the pledges given. 

The conferees have suggested to the presi- 
dent that he send personally for the ‘sena- 
tors.to whom the pledges to stand firm were 
| given and that if they consented to release 
the conferees, the latter would be glad to go 
ahead and accept the lower rates. The presl - 
dent, it is declared, has adopted this sug- 
gestion. 


House Conferees Gain Concession. 

The house conferees have gained a slight 
concession: with respect to the senate pro- 
vision authorizing the president to employ 
experts for the purpose of assisting him in 
discharging the duties imposed upon him 
by the maximum and minimum amendment. 
Speaker Cannon and other house leaders op- 
posed this provision on the ground that it 
created, in effect, a tariff commission. 

The senate amendment provided that the 
exper s should be employed to secure in- 
formation which will be useful to the. con- 
gress in tariff legislation.“ There is 12:ason 
to believe this clause will be struck out and 
the experts merely will be authorized to 
“make thorough investigations and exam- 
inations into the production, commerce, and 
trade of the United States with foreign coun- 
tries and all conditions affecting the same.“ 


‘Vetoes Urged by Mail. 

The president's mail for two weeks or 
move’ has been heavy with letters urging 
him to veto any bill conforming to the sen- 
ate measure, but Mr. Taft, according to 
authoritative information, is still hopeful 
that out of the conference consideration will 
cine a satisfactory measure.

More than a score of alleged 
strike leaders were locked up tonight. 


Fight Covers the City. 

As yesterday, it is impossible to give an 
estimate of the injured during the day, but 
it will run into the hundreds. For more 
than an hour there was a free for all riot 
all over the town of McKee’s Rocks. At 
one time Trooper Fred F. Frash of the con- 
stables was knocked from his horse by a 
striker. As he climbed back into the saddle 
he fired over the heads of the mob. This 
brought a derisive shout and a shower of 
stones. Reeling in his saddle, the man then 
fired into the crowd at close range, and six 
other constables did the same. 

There was an answering volley, in which 
the hat of one constable was shot off and 
another shot through the fleshy part of the 
arm. The mob, however, began to break 
ground at this display of real shooting. At 
least eight strikérs were seen to be assisted 
away by women who were hanging on the 
rear of the mob during the fighting.

“Still the state was sick.” he said. 
“ Wicked politicians got together in advance 
of the election and agreed amongst them- 
selves that they would all vote for a certain 
set of men who should be nominated at a 
party convention.

LAND RUSH ATTRACTS 200,000 


Homeseekers Clamor for Claims 
in Three Reservations. 


REGISTRATION ENDS AUG. 5. 


Hotels in Montana, Idaho, and Wash- 
ington Cities Crowded.

Spokane, Wash., July 15.—[Special.}—Two 
hundred thousand good natured homeseekers 
jostied each other today in a friendly rush to 
get a homestead in one of 8,000 tracts of land 
offered by the government on a trio of Indian 
reservations in Idaho, Montana, and Wash- 
ington. 

At Missoula, Mont., Dr. Charles F. Koch of 
Chicago claims the distinction of having been 
the first to register since 12:01 a. m. 

The final date for registration is Aug. 5. 
The drawings will be begun Aug. b. 

At Missoula and Kalispell, Mont., where 
land seekers are registering for land on the 
Flathead reservation, 8,000 have registered. 
At Coeur d’Altne, Idaho, 10.000 have regis- 
tered for land in the Cour d' Alene reserve. 
At Spokane 10,000 have cast names into bar- 
rels for land on Spokane reservation. 

Twenty-seven cents is required as payment 
to register, of this 2 cents going to a notary 
‘and 2 cents for a stamp for the application 
envelope to be addressed to Judge James W. 
Witten at Cœur d’Aléne where drawings for 
all three will be made by three school girls. 


Hotels Hives of Humanity. 
Hotels at 
hives of hum y. Sleeping quarters have 
been fitted up at Missoula, Kalispell, and 
Cour d' Alene in unfinished buildings, and 
tents have been erected for the accommoda- 
tion of eastern visitors. Ev 
packed. Northern Pacific officials 
are announcing at Missoula that no more 
equipment is available to accommodate the 
land rush traffic. 

Red, white, and blue envelopes enliven the 
somber colored mail at the postoffices, these 
containing the names of the applicants for 
land, each color designating the reservation 
for which the application is made.

Golda further stated that she would a 
ee a e ungle, Thomas Sayler, to Chi- 
cago to re the best possible legal talent 
to assist in the prosecution of Dr. Miller. 

The young girl's new attitude toward the 
slayér of her father is believed to have been 
caused by a letter found among the dead 
banker’s papers in the vault. It is said this 
letter explains fully the circumstances of 
Dr. Miller’s relations with Mrs. Sayler and 
to have expressed the fear that the writer 
would meet hie ‘death at the hends of the 
physician. 


Would De Glad to Pull Nope. 

“I know now that my father was mur- 
dered,’ said Golda, and I would be glad to 
see Dr. Miller hanged. I hate him so much 
that I would be only too glad to pull the 
rope myself. If papa left me any money or 
property I will spend every cent of it to send 
his. murderer to the gallows.” 

The private box in the vault was opened 
by Thomas and Will Sayler, brothers of the 
dead banker, in the presence of State's At- 
torney Pallissard and William Nightingale, 
cashier of the bank. The importance of the 
documents found was such that the utmoat 
secrecy was observed regarding their nature. 
It was said, however, that one of the letters 
was addressed to “My Daughter Golda,” 
and contained valuable information to be 
used in prosecuting Dr. Miller and his al- 
leged accomplices. 

While the daughter of Sayler spoke freely 
of her belief. that her father was murdered. 
she refused to discuss her mother’s connec- 
tion with the shooting. Mrs. Sayler. her 
father, John Grunden, and brother Ira are 
held as accessories to the alleged murder. 
Mrs. Sayler has made every effort to have 
Golda visit her, but Sheriff Heikes will pre- 
vent a meeting between the two. |

The original forests ot the United 
States were found in five distinct areas, 
called for classification purposes north- 
ern, southern, central, Rocky mountain, 
and Pacific coast. The estimate is made 
that they covered 850,000,000 acres and 
contained 5,200,000,000,000 board feet of 
saw timber, according to present stand- 
ards of utilization. There were 100,000,- 
000 acres of scrubby forest and brush 
land,. principally im the west, which has 
been available for post and fuel material, 

Cutting, ‘clearing, and fire have reduced 
this enormous acreage of 850,000,000 to 
550,000,000. The 5,200,000,000,000 board 
feet have dwindled to 2,500,000, 000,000. 
The stand of timber in every region has 
been reduced in greater proportion than 
the actual forest acreage. The clearings 
in the central part of the country to make 
place for rich farms account for that. 
A first examination of these estimates 
leads the reader to wonder why so much 
has been said about the exhaustion of the 
forests. The supply seems abundant 
enough for a great many years. 

Further study of the statistics in the 
pamphlet, however, reveals the reason for 
The yearly drain upon the for 
ests is some 20,000,000,000 cubic feet. 
Figures are given for lumber, lath, shin- 
gies, firewood, poles, posts, and rails, rail- 
road ties, pulpwood, cooperage stock, tan- 
bark, and extracts, round mine timbers, 
naval stores, and miscellaneous products. 
The annual growth of new trees to take 
the place of the old is estimated at lees 
than 7,000,000,000 cubie feet. In other 
words, the timber is being destroyed three 
times as fast as it is growing. The end

Gen. Gordon, Who was aware that 
Lord Ripon had not even cut the pages of 
the pamphlet, much less read it, declined to 
write anything of the kind, although it was 
pointed out to him that the acknowledgment 
which he was asked to write was merely of a 
perfunctory order—e species of fagon de 
parler.“

matter in this light, declared that he could 
never accustom himself to these. white les of

rope, to subsequently perish at the hands of 
the dervishes at Khartoum.

The new marquis of Ripon is treasurer of 
Queen Alexandra's household, and has been 
for years as intimate a friend of the king as 
his Wife, hitherto known as Lady de Grey, 
has been to Queen Alexandra. The fortune 
to which he succeeds ig large, amounting to 
some $500,000 a year, the estates in York- 
shire extending over an area of 25,000 acres. 

The patronymic is Robinson, and the family 
was founded by William Robinson, lord 
mayor of Tork in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, who carried on a large trade with Ham- 
burg. His son was likewise lord mayor of 
York and his grandson a member of lia- 
ment for the city. Indeed, in each generation 
until the middle of the eighteenth century the 
head of the Robinson family was identified 
with the city of York, either as its chief mag- 
istrate or as its member of parliament. 

Sir William, the. first baronet of the line, 
and lord mayor of York, married the daugh- 
ter of George Aislabie of Studley Royal, near 
Ripon. It was owing to this alliance that 
Studley Royal eventually came into the fam- 
ily of Lord Ripon, on the death, just a hun- 
dred years ago, of Mist Aislabie, 
the last of the family. Ita best known mem- 
ber was her grandfather, John Alsiabie, who 
remains on record as having, while chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, promoted and passed 
through parliament the bill for the enterprise 
eventually known as the South sea bubble,“ 
and which, according to him, was destined to 
enable the government to liquidate and pay 
oft the national debt. 

The collapse of this extraordinary scheme, 
and the wholesale ruin gn followed in its 
wake, drove the chancellor from office, land- 
ing him in the tower of London as a prisoner 
of state, and on his release he retired to Stud- 
ley Royal, where he spent the remainder of 
his days in considerable seclusion, devoting 
himself to his superb garden and retaining 
sufficient money to be enabled to purchase 
the adjoining Fountains abbey estate. 


—_- 


There is nothing worthy of any particular 
attention at Studley Royal save the shooting. 
But the Fountains abbey ruins, now com- 
prised in Lord Ripon’s property, are of won- 
derful interest. The abbey owned its foun- 
dation to Saint Bernard, the author and com- 
poser of that so widely popular and well 
known hymn commencing with 15 hs ee 
the golden.“ 

Saint Bernard was born in the eleventh cen- 
tury, at a place called Fontaine, in Bur- 
gundy, and, after creating the Cistercian 
monastery of Clairvaux, he brought into ex- 
istence no less than a hundred other Cis- 
tercian monasteries, of which Fountains ab- 
bey, deriving its name from his birthplace 
in Burgundy, was the most dear to him. 

In course of time, Fountains abbey became 
known as the most enlightened school of 
thought in medieval Christendom, and its 
stately church was renowned as one of the 
noblest fanes of Europe. Henry VIII., who 
ruined so many abbeys, intended to spare 
Fountains. He proposed that it should be- 
come the cathedral] of a great diocese which 
he had planned out for Lancaster. But its 
enormous wealth proved too much for his 
cupidity, and he ended by confiscating it, 
selling ite buildings and lands to Sir Richard 
Gresham, founder of the Royal exchange, 
in London, . 

Only the ruins remain of the abbey and of 
the various buildings. But they are among 
the most exquisitely picturesque ruins in Ru- 
rope, the gray arches rising among century- 
old trees, from mounds covered with lawns 
kept Uke velvet. The nave, with its twenty-
